The following steps led toward the establishment of the De- 
partment. 

1. Legislation during the 1965 Session of the Legislature calling 
for the holding of youth seminars the following year at which 
representative youth would be given the opportunity to discuss 
social, economic and moral trends in Canada. 

2. Announcement by the Premier in October, 1965, that Legisla- 
tion would be introduced during the next session calling for 
the establishment of a Youth Ministry. 

3. The passing of the Bill known as The Department of Youth 
Act during the 1966 sitting of the Legislature, March, 1966. 

4. The holding of youth seminars in Calgary and Edmonton, 
May, 1966, which involved some 400 young people from 
across the Province. Theme—’’Pioneers of Canada’s Second 
Century.”’ 

5S. The naming of Mr. R. C. Clark as Minister of Youth July 4, 
1966. 


Aims and Objectives of the Department 


1. To initiate, foster and encourage the orderly development of 
constructive youth activities. 

2. To stimulate interest in youth training for leadership in social, 
cultural, business and public affairs. 

3. To encourage development of a constructive sports and physi- 
cal fitness program. 

4. To provide assistance to those who have potential to take 
part in provincial, national and international championship 
meets. 

5S. To give leadership in all forms of constructive sports, recrea- 
tion and generally in the profitable use of leisure time.

Early Activities of Department 


A great deal of time in the formative months of the Depart- 
ment has been devoted to the transfer of programs from other 
Departments, to determining needs and attempting to design pro- 
grams to meet these needs. The Minister, Deputy Minister and 
senior staff members have received numerous submissions, delega- 
tions and individuals on suggestions for the Department. In addition 
the Minister and Deputy have spoken at a very large number of 
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gatherings relative to the work of the Department and appeared 
on a number of radio and television programs. 


In October, the Department played host for three days to the 


Ontario Legislative Committee on Youth. This meeting provided 
for a meaningful exchange of ideas with respect the needs of 
youth. Prior to this visit the Minister and Deputy Minister spent 
ten days in the U.S. examining at first hand youth programs and 
discussing things of interest to the Department with a number 
of senior officials.

Transfer to Department of Youth 


(a) Community Services and Athletics Division of the Provin- 
cial Secretary’s Department.

The three main areas in which agencies feel the Department 
can be of some assistance to them include: 


(a) Research and analysis of their programs seeking out the 
weaknesses and new areas they might explore. 

(b) Leadership Development of both their staff and voluntary 
persons working in their programs. The leadership de- 
velopment would be of a general nature with the specifics 
of the projects concerned being left with the training staff 
of the agencies themselves. 

(c) Co-ordination of Programs— 

Provide assistance in finding areas where there is a dupli- 
cation in programming and where there are gaps not 
presently being served by any organization or agency. 


Explore Needs in other areas— 

In addition to work with agencies it would appear that there 

is need for— 

(a) Providing of creative work for undergraduate University 
students which in turn could assist in community develop- 
ment. 

(b) Help in providing summer employment for high school 
students. 

(c) Giving guidance and help to school dropouts. 

(d) Work with Senior Adolescents and Young Adults. 

(e) Provincial and Community Youth Councils through which 
the young people of the province can make their wishes 
known to the Department and the Government. 

(f) A publication of interest to young people and youth organ- 
izations and agencies. 

(g) Leadership Development—not only with the agencies but 
in the Department sponsored programs and among young 
people themselves, 
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(h) Grants to assist present programs and to encourage new 
ones where there is a need. 


A number of projects and programs of the Department are in 
the formative stages of development only so cannot be listed in this 
report. However, details of work of the Department carried on to 
date will be found on the following pages.

1. Liaison Committees 


A liaison committee has been established at Deputy 
Minister level with a number of Government Departments 
to ensure co-operation and avoid a duplication of policies, 
programs and activities. A close working relationship is also 
being encouraged between staff of the Department and co- 
workers in other Departments. Through this association it is 
hoped that a co-ordination of activities may be developed. 


2. Branches 


A recreation Branch and a 4-H and Junior Forest Warden 
Branch have now been established. In addition initial work 
has been done toward the establishment of a Research and 
Development Branch, a Special Projects Branch, a Youth 
Agencies Branch, a District Youth Representative Branch and 
a Senior Adolescents and Young Adults Branch, It is hoped 
the Department can name key personnel to these areas in 
the coming year. 
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District or County Youth Representatives 


Five District Youth Representatives are presently being 
selected. These persons will be located at county level and 
will have the responsibility of supervising Department spon- 
sored programs in the county and working with youth agencies, 
recreation directors and others concerned with the develop- 
ment of young people in the county. 


Regional Consultants and Specialists 


The Department presently has Regional 4-H Specialists- 
located at Calgary and Lethbridge and Area Recreation Con- 
sultants at Calgary, Edmonton and Grande Prairie. The work 
being done from these offices is reported by the two branches 
concerned. The Department hopes in 1967 to be able to in- 
crease this staff to support District Youth Representatives and 
Recreation Directors and Boards. 


Publicity and Public Relations 


The publicity work of the Department has been done by 
Mrs. Pat Algie of the Publicity Bureau. Plans call for a transfer 
of Mrs. Algie to the Department where she will be responsible 
for the total publicity and public relations program of the 
Department. 
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REPORT OF THE RECREATION BRANCH 


The Administration section along with the Athletics and Out- 
door Education section of the Recreation and Cultural Development 
Branch, Department of the Provincial Secretary, was transferred to 
the new Department of Youth, effective September 1, 1966.

On September first, 1966, the 4-H Division of the Department 
of Agriculture transferred to the Department of Youth and became 
part of the 4-H and Junior Forest Warden Branch. The District 
Home Economists and District Agriculturists continued to conduct 
the 4-H program within their areas. The complete report for the 
A-H Branch for 1966 will be contained in this report except for 
specific 4-H work carried out by the District Home Economists and 
District Agriculturists.

Staff from the 
Canada Department assisted in judging 4-H events, scoring of car- 
casses, ribbon branding 4-H beef, and in obtaining carcass grading 
information on 4-H beef and swine. 


4. Organizations 


Assistance in 1966 at the Provincial Level amounted to 
$42,500.00. This was exclusive of premiums paid on 4-H livestock. 
In addition, the field staff of the Alberta Wheat Pool and United 
Grain Growers assisted with numerous 4-H functions throughout 
the year. Representatives of Calgary Power Ltd., Canadian Utilities 
Ltd., British American Oil Ltd., Calgary Herald, Edmonton Journal, 
Royal Bank of Canada also participated in functions sponsored by 
their organizations. 


On the local level, although total value is unknown, substantial 
support of 4-H is provided by Service clubs, Boards of trade, agri- 
cultural societies, banks, livestock associations, women’s groups, 
and others. Personal backing as well as financial assistance is 
evident in most communities.

Leadership Training & Recognition 


A total of 20 one-day regional courses were held which were 
attended by 835 adult leaders and assistants. In addition, 5 one-day 
project workshops were organized for clothing leaders. Attendance 
at these was 105. Executive courses were held at Cardston, Ver- 
milion, and Grande Prairie with attendance of 185. Junior leader 
courses were also held at the above places and Red Deer with 160 
members participating. 
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Two Provincial two-day leader adult courses were held in Ed- 
monton. Attendance at the two totalled 312. In these sessions, the 
emphasis was on more general leadership training. Key personnel 
from business and government assisted with the program. 

Leadership certificates were presented to 45 persons having 
completed five years of 4-H leadership. 13 person with ten years 
of leadership, and 8 persons with fifteen years of 4-H leadership. 


4-H Club Weeks 


Three club weeks were held, two at Vermilion Agricultural 
and Vocational College, and one at the Olds Agricultural and Voea- 
tional College. Total attendance at these weeks was 490 delegates 
representing an equal number of clubs of all projects. In addition 
29 members attended as an award for being named alternate award 
trip winners at 1965 Provincial Competitions. Visiting delegates 
from other provinces and Montana totalled 16. Theme for the 
program was “Our Canadian Identity.” 


Provincia! 4-H Competitions 


This two-day competition was held at the Olds Agricultural 
and Vocational College. Most districts in the province were repre- 
sented by the 243 senior 4-H members in attendance. Selections 
were made for all major awards.

General 4-H Activities 


1. Camps, Rallies, Tours 

Camps were held at Elkwater, Buffalo Lake, and Fairview. 
Also conducted were Fair Camps at Vegreville, Camrose, and Ed- 
monton. In Calgary, a Rural Youth Camp was sponsored by the 
Calgary Exhibition and Stampede Association. In addition, a one 
week Provincial Junior Leadership Training camp was held at 
Goldeye Lake under the sponsorship of the Edmonton Journal and 
Calgary Herald. Delegates selected to attend totalled 67 in num- 
ber. A new camp—Conservation camp, sponsored jointly by Calgary 
Power Ltd., Canadian Utilities and Northland Utilities Ltd., was 
held at the Forest Technology School, Hinton, for 68 selected dele- 
gates.

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REPORT OF THE JUNIOR FOREST WARDEN DIVISION 


General 


On October Ist the Junior Forest Warden Program, and the 
Chief Junior Forest Warden, Mr. T. Whiteley, tranferred from the 
Department of Lands and Forests to the Department of Youth. 
The physical facilities at the Jarvis Lake Camp were also trans- 
ferred along with supplies and equipment for the Junior Forest 
Warden program. The office of the Chief Warden remained in 
the Forest Technology School at Hinton. 


There was no increase or change in staff and the Junior 
Forest Warden and Girl Forest Guard clubs continued under the 
supervision of volunteer leaders directed from Junior Forest Warden 
Headquarters at Hinton. 


80% of the clubs were visited at least once by the Chief 
Warden, and 25% received multiple visits. 


The Chief Warden represented the province at Canadian 
Forestry Association Conferences in Winnipeg and Ottawa, at the 
annual Junior Forest Warden Association of Canada Board Meet- 
ing in Vancouver and on a speaking tour of the Northwest Territor- 
ies on behalf of the Junior Forest Warden Association of Canada. 


Growth

Warden clubs in Alberta from the organization of the first club at 
Hinton in 1958, to December 1966’s total of 34 clubs. 


An increase of 3 new clubs this fall was offset by the loss of 2 
old clubs due to lack of adult leaders.

During Forest Conservation week last spring, 6,000 trees were 
planted by Junior Forest Warden clubs. During the summer clubs 
co-operating with the Alberta Forest Service planted a further 
50,000 trees on reforestation projects. 


Clean up drives at public campgrounds and along highways 
constituted a major part of outdoor projects aimed at “benefitting 
the communities we live in’’. 
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Displays 


There were several Conservation displays in small town stores 
by individual clubs and three clubs had floats in the Edmonton, 
Lethbridge and Stony Plain parades, as well as hundreds of con- 
servation posters placed outdoors. 


Camps 


Regional one week camps were organized by groups of clubs 
in the Pincher Creek, Smith and Spirit River Areas. 


Individual camps were held by clubs at Hotchkiss, Dixonville, 
Silver Valley, New Fish Creek, Hinton, Calgary and Coleman. 


Jarvis Lake Training Camp 


150 wardens attended the camp last summer, the camps 
hosted 50 at a time during 3 twelve day training sessions. Another 
6 senior boys were trained as camp supervisors. 


Visitors to the camp included the Hon. H. Ruste, Minister of 
Lands and Forests, Hon. R. C. Clark, Minister of Youth and Deputy 
Minister C. L. Usher, the Hon. Gordon Taylor, Minister of Highways 
and Senior officials of his department. 


Canadian Forestry Association Exchange Program 


In 1966 this exchange program allowed us to send 2 wardens 
to the Manitoba Conservation Training area near Winnipeg, 2 
wardens to Evan Lake Junior Forest Warden Camp, B.C. and one 
warden to the Quatre-Haich Forestry Camp at Harrington, Quebec. 


In turn Alberta hosted 8 boys, 2 from the Junior Forest 
Warden’s of B.C., 2 Resource Rangers from Ontario, 2 members 
of Quatre-Haich Forestry Clubs, Quebec, and 2 boys from Sask- 
atchewan High Schools. 


This exchange program was jointly sponsored by the Canadian 
Foresty Association and the Federal Government. 


Publications 


Two publications were written and published by the Chief 
Warden and distributed to clubs during the first quarter. These 
were ‘The Land Survey System in Alberta’’ and a “‘History of 
Junior Forest Warden Development in Alberta’’. 


Publicity 


The Jasper Place Junior Forest Warden club, their leaders 
and the Chief Warden were presented to the Legislative Assembly 
on March 16, by Mr. J. Horan, M.L.A. for Jasper Place. 


The Lethbridge, Pincher Creek and Coleman Club leaders 
and representative wardens took part in a 30 minute interview with 
the Chief Warden on CJLH-TV, May 12. 

Clubs used their local newspapers to carry items of importance 
concerning their activities. 
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REPORT ON OTHER PROGRAMS AND DEVELOPMENT 


The Alberta Service Corps 


The Alberta Service Corps was established December 
6, with a Supervisor to be named early in 1967. The Corps is 
designed as a summer works program for University, Junior 
College and Technical School students. The program will 
provide an opportunity for creative work for the benefit of 
others and at the same time allow students to be confronted 
with the realistic problems of people and communities. 


The program of the Corps for 1967 calls for the selection 
of 20 students, providing them with the necessary training and 
placing them in communities that have requested assistance 
of this nature and have prepared themselves to receive it. 
The aim will be to) have students undertake projects which 
will enhance community spirit and the aspirations of the 
young people in the communities involved. 


Alberta School of Tourism 


During the first months of operation, two needs that 
were drawn to the attention of the Department were: 


1. The need for suitable employment for High School 
students during the summer vacation. 


2. The need for additional staff in business associated with 
tourism during the summer months; and in particular, 
the need for persons with a knowledge of Alberta and 
the methods of dealing with tourists. 


In view of these needs, it was decided to establish the 
Alberta School of Tourism as a pilot project in 1967. 


Courses in Hospitality, Professional Ethics, Tourism in 
Canada and Alberta and Public Relations will be offered at the 
Northern Alberta Institute of Technology in Edmonton, and at 
the Southern Alberta Institute of Technology in Calgary, 
March 28 to 31, 1967. For this year, the enrolment will be 
limited and a registration fee of $5.00 will be paid by each 
student taking the course. On completing the course, recog- 
nition in the form of a pin and a certificate will be presented 
to successful students. 

It is expected that students with this training will appeal 
to employers associated with the tourist industry. 


Students Union Executive Workshops 


The Department of Youth will sponsor workshops next 
July for students who hold executive positions on high school 
councils throughout the province. 


The training for leadership program will be held at the 
University of Alberta, Edmonton, July 2-7, 1967, and is 
expected to draw delegates from more than half of Alberta’s 
high schools where councils have been organized to administer 
student affairs. 


The Department of Youth will provide staff to assist 
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student leaders in developing the program and underwrite a 
major portion of the expenses for the workshop. Student dele- 
gates will be responsible for their own transportation and a 
registration fee to cover housing at Lister Hall, a University of 
Alberta residence. 


4. University of Alberta Students Union Project 


The Department of Youth has undertaken to sponsor in 
co-operation with the Students Union of the University of 
Alberta a High School Visitation Research Project in 1967. 
This project will involve a selected team of University students 
doing an intensive study of four high schools throughout 
the Province. The high schools involved will include one in an 
isolated northern region, a small central Alberta High School, 
one southern Alberta High School and a large urban High 
School. The team will attempt to motivate and encourage 
students to higher education through advising of programs, 
finances available and the importance of further training. 
The team will also seek to find answers to a number of related 
problems. 
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
